PLUNGED 


Into the Waters of the Po- 


tomac River. 


Prof. Langley's Air Ship, After Be- 


ing letted, Pronounced Only 


Partly Successful. 


Wide Water, Va.. August S.—A part- 


ly successful experiment 
with 
the 


fifteen foot Largley air ship was made 
this morning, from the house boat in 
the Potomac river, off this point. The 
aerodrome startRrt well in a straight 
line soiiili with a velocity of 70 feet 
per second and flew for 
a 
distance 


variously estimated at from four to 
six hundred yards. 
Some deflection 


in the wings soon after the launching 
caused her to take a downward course 
which she followed rapidly and was 
impelled into the water under the full 
power of her engine. There was suf- 
ficient Blcstr generated for a rapid 
flight of a half or three quarters of a 
mi!* 
1. 
I'lKit-r the full pressure of this 


force the machine struck the water 
and a moment more disappeared from 
view. The machine was recovered. It 
was considerably damaged. 


The machine was removed to the 


boat bouse, where repairs will have to 
be made before another test can bo 
pulled off 
At a given signal the model 


was dispatched on its voyage. 
The 


launching car was pulled back to th« 
leeward of the superstructure, 
and 


sent, forward on its track at rapid 
velocity. 
When the 
windward 
end 


was reached, the macninr shot forth. 
A better launching could not 
have 


been desired. The Smithsonian's sci- 
entists believed that the highest hopes 
wer-e about to be realized, but alter the 
first few seconds of flight, the wings 
were deflected, and the flying 
ma- 


cuinc went downward, until her course 
was ended on the mud bottom of the 
Potomac. She was traveling at a velo- 
city of about 40 miles an hour. 


When the machine was raised from 


the water, a workman attempted to 
cover it with a cloth, but for a long 
time was not successful. Its mechan- 
ism and dimensions were plainly seen 
from tlie press boat, 20 feet away. It 
was equipped with four wings, two on 
each side, about four by six feet, made 
of the finest oil silk, and held upon 
delicate wooden rods.

were shaped like a tent. The body 
consisted of an intricate arrangement 
of fine steel rods with cylinders. Mo- 
tor and boilers carefully balanced, be- 
tween the two sets of wings, were 
situated the propellers, two in num- 
ber, equipped with two blades. The 
steering gear was situated at the rear 
and was constructed from material 
like the wings.

chine in flight. The wind against 
which it flew, was blowing about 40 
miles an hour.

General, Miles Formally Retires and 


General Young Takes Oath.

Washington, D. C., August 8.—At 12 


o'clock today Lieut CMn. Yocug. is- 
sued an order in accordance with the 
order of the President assuming com- 
mand of the army of the United States. 
Previously General Young had taken 
the oath of office in the war depart- 
ment At 10.^0 under an order Issued 
by Adjutant General Corbin the offi- 
cers of the army in Washington, in-! 
eluding ail those at Fort Myer, Va,, | 
assembled at the army headquarters j 
and paid their respects to the retiring 
Lieutenant General Nelson A. Miles, i 
General Miles appeared in an undress 
coat with no emblems showing his 


rank, but with the coat of arms on his 
shoulders, such as i* now prescribed 
to be worn by all officers. General 
Young appeared with the three stars 
of the rank of lieutenant general, al- 
though he did not actually become 
lieutenant general until noon. The 
officers were presented 
to General 


Miles by General Corbin, and also 
were presented to General Young. 


General Miles will leave tomorrow 


morning for San Francisco to attend 
the annual encampment of the Grand 
Army of the Republic. The clerks of 
the office of General Miles presented 
him with a handsome sliver loving cup 
and a large vase of flowers.

Paris. Aug. 8.—The notorious Hum- 


bert family today, faced a judge and 
jury to meet the charge of having per- 
petrated what ex-Premier 
Waldeck- 


Rossvau described as ''the greatest 
swindle of the century." investigating 
Magistrate Leydet in May. decided to 
commit. Therese Humbert, her husband 
Frederick, and her brother, for trial 
on the charges of forgery, the use of 
forged documents and swindling. He. 
dismissed the cases against Eve, Hum- 
bert, fThfrPse's daughter,) and Marie 
Daurignac, her sister. 


Public curiosity which lias follow- 


ed the fortunes of the family since 
the days of its social 
brilliance, is 


again intensely wrought up, t,be chief 
interest centering in "LaGrande Ther- 
ese" who has promised to produce at 
this trial, the mysterious 
American 


millionaire's, the brothers Crawford, 
on whom she bases her story of an in- 
heritance of $20 million, which she has 
forwarded as the security 
for 
the 


loans she obtained, 
amounting to 


about $10,000,000. The Pallis De Jus- 
tice was early this morning, surround- 
ed by large crowds eager to gain ad- 
mittance to the court room. A heavy 
force of guards preserved order. Many- 
excursions came from distant points, 
the railroads treating the trial as they 
would a holiday. One of the excur- 
sions came, from Melun, which was the 
constituency that Frederick Humbert 
represented in the chamber of depu- 
ties, and where was located the fam- 
ous Humbert Chateau, with its parks, 
lakes, yachts and a fleet of gondolas.

The Gould's were descending » 
iong Mil, which terminates in front 
of their home. The road seeded clear 
and Gould was giving the machine full 
speed down the decline. 


Just as they got to the cufve, which 


is but slight, a horse that had ap- 
parently escaped from a nearby pas- 
ture, jumped out into the road direct- 
ly in front of the speeding car. There 
was no chance of escape. The ma- 
chine bit the horse, killing it instantly. 
The auto jumped over the 
horse's 


body, and the collision pitched Mr. 


Gould and his wife headlong to the 
road. They fell with great force, and 
lay unconscious.

To those \vho do not understand fin- 


ance, this seems plain upon us face, 
but even a cursory investigation of 
banking statistics will show that the 
criticism is erroneous and illogical 
Should such a rule be followed bv tr- 
banks it womd mean thf compulsory 
idleness of an enormous amount of 
capital. 


Take, for illustration, two of the 


large banks of Baltimore 
Each has 


a capital of a million, one has a sur- 
plus of $1 800,000 and the othe- of $1 
200,000 
One has deposits o* f 3 600,- 


000 and the other of $6 500.000 
Here 


are total resources of 915,10 
which could not be used in the busi- 
ness of the city 


If *e should apply the rule general- 


ly, tho totals would be truly atarilins 
There are In the United States be 
tween four and five thousand national 
hanks, with a capital of about $700- 
000,000 
These banks have a surplus 


of over 1300,000.000 So if loan» were 
made only to the extent of deposits 
there would be more than a billion dol- 
lar* completely tied up
